& thar we are obliged ro dereſt & abhorre them amoneft' or\er parti- 
cular heads of Papiſterie abjured therein. And therefore from rhe know- 
Jedge and genſcience ot our durie wo , toour King an ng 
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without any wordlyreſpets or inducement, ſo farre as humane inc 
mirie will ſuffer, wiſhing a furcher,mcafare of the grace of God for this 
effet.We promile and {weare by the Great Name of tie Lord our GOD, 
ro continue in the Profeflion and Obedience in the forelaid Religion:
